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Polyurethane implants ready 
for small blood vessels 


For the first time surgeons will be able to re- 
place veins and arteries smaller than 6 mm 
with artificial blood vessels. A University of 
Utah research team has developed the blood 
vessel implants from a new type of polyure- 
thane material. 

Donald J Lyman, professor of bioengineer- 
ing, materials science and engineering, and 
research associate professor of surgery, and 
Dominic Albo, MD, associate professor of sur- 
gery, head the research team. They said that 
Dacron implants have successfully been used 
since the 1960s for large (8 mm to 30 mm) 
blood vessels, but there were problems with 
smaller vessels. Dacron and Teflon grafts 
“have success rates less than 50% at diame- 
ters smaller than 6 mm,” said Dr Albo. About 
75% of the body's blood vessels are made up 
of vessels smaller than 6 mm. 


The research team is the first to successfully 
use a flexible material that pulsates with the 
natural blood vessel lessening the chance of 
clotting. 

Lyman explained that clotting problems oc- 
curring at the juncture of the implant and the 
natural vessel were the primary cause of im- 
plant failure. “We felt the problem arose from 
the mismatch in flexibility between the polymer 
and the natural vessel. This apparently caused 
enough trauma at the suture site as the ves- 
sels pulsed to cause mechanical damage to 
the lining tissue and initiate clotting,” he said. 

By studying the small vessels at the molecu- 
lar level, the research team has been able to 
control the chemical structure of the implant
